We
adopt the soldierly motto of a hero, My
country —always right; but right er wrong,
always my country !"—and join the united volce
of all true American free men, in doclaring that
the worst law and the worst government we ever
had or can have under the forms of the
conatitution, wshall be made to  ecommanid
respect until constitutionally changed.

Having said thus much, we can express with-
out being misunderstood, our regrot that so
many extremo “‘Republicans” are found who
oannot seo any other objoct worthy even of a
socondary consideration at the mame time with
that of the stern enforcoment of the laws, It is
no leas to he regretted that a corresponding
party extremas on the Democratie side, is unable
to give precedence to the enforcament of the
laws, over the establishment of their own party
arood, The fact Is that both extremes are at
beart dovoted to their party instead of their
country, and virtually say, Our party firat and ot
any rate—the Union afterwards. I this question
iato be given up ta the passionate party nen on
either side, then farewell—a long farewasll—to
all our greatnesa !

The successful party of whom some generous
patriotic assurances and some slight conces-
sions are asked Low for the aake of the nion,
ought to remember that there are not only
traitors to quell, but good and true patriots to
be re-assurcd and backed np in the South, with
guaranties suitable to the condition of their see-
tion, en which they ocan nmke their stand for
the Gevernment they ardently desire to sustain,
They ought to ramember that while the com-
mand of our national frontiers and commercial
powor can and will be maintamed, by force,
il necesanry, in the teeth of all opposition—
there i certainly something better than that
concoivable, in the consolidation of the moral
power of patriotism and reason throughout all
the states, on some fair ground of agreement,
against the selfish and blind passion of rebaol-
lion,

The borderstate plan of compromise, as we
have repeatedly nrged, contains nothing which
is not either intrinscally right, or practically
harmless, There is nothing in it exeept the Mis.
sourd line, which is really of the nature of com.
promise or concession from either party. With
that oxcoption it is nothing more than a fresh and
explicit recognition of indisputable obligations—
such as the surrender (or alternative purchase) of
€ gl ive slaves the equalization and humanization
of the fugitive slave law, the absolute immunity
of the alave states from interference or invasion,
snd the suppression of the African slave trade,

A line dividing all present or future territory
of the United States into abisolute slave anl free,
would be too much toask, and too much to be con-
ceded. This is not proposed.  The line of 36:30
is to divide existing territory only, giving adis-
tinct prohibition of slavery north of it, and
leaving that southward in the position already
virtually ostablished for it, by the known
position, if not the binding decisions, of the Su-

preme Court,  'What practical thing 14 surren-
<ered, or lost to freedom, Ly this friendly con-
cension, this graceful bending of the mere will,
this simple tgken of brotherly magnanimity ?

We, therefore, bid a forveut Godespeed to

the effort in this city to prosent this basis of
union, or one substantially like it, to the coun.
try. Itis reasonable enough to be the amplest
demonstration of the magnanimous and well-
deserving patriotism of every southern man who
ean cordially aceept it,
